AFTER THE FIRST TIME 
A general deposition to suspect that office holders 
and office seekers pulled a fast one by getting the 
G ilbert term extender bill into Ohio« statutes has 
diverted attention from an Important aspect of the 
situation. 
It may be true that certain aspirant* lor county 
offices affected by the law would benefit directly 
through getting elected for four years, Instead of 
two, next November. 
But that Is not. in Itself suf­ 
ficient cause to condemn the whole Idea. 
There is nothing Intrinsically wrong -with the pro­ 
posal to elect county officials to longer terms 
From 
the standpoint of public interest, longer term« do 
not threaten efficiency. 
On the contrary, they offer 
possibilities of Improvement in public service by In- j 
creasing the stability of the offices they Affect. 
Some thought should be given, therefore, to the j 
effect of the term extender act after the first time 
It goes into operation.
